Council Takes Numerous 
Progressive Steps 


The future of Warren and Warren 
county took on a more hopeful hue 
this week when the Warren borough 
council acted positively on several 
proposals which doubtless will play 
a major part in the life of this area. 
These ranged from recreation to 
industrial expansion. 
Council 
approved a resolution 
which concurred with the county 
commissioners in their recognition 
of the Warren County Development 
Association as the agency repre­ 
senting this county in efforts to 
utilize the industrial development 
assistance plans of the state. If 
boroughs and governing bodies rep­ 
resenting fifty per cent of the popu­ 
lation take similar action Warren 
county may obtain state money with 
which to make a survey. The results 
of this survey will be used to plan 
the county’s future and to induce 
the planned expansion of industry. 
• 
Council also gave the Warren 
Recreation board permission to sign 
a lease with the YMCA for the use 
of the canteen portion of the Y 
building. This will be a five-year, 
lease, with the right to terminate 
it at the end of each year if 120- 
day notice is given. 
The board plans to make a finan­ 
cial drive this month, with about 
$10,000 to be used for improve­ 
ments in the building. The work 
should be done this summer so that 
the canteen can be put to real use in 
the fall. 
lf the lease is terminated by the 
Y, it must pay the board for its per­ 
centage of equity in the capital im­ 
provements. 
For example, if the 
lease is terminated at the end of 
one year, they must pay eighty per 
cent of the improvement costs. The 
second year it would be sixty per 
cent, the third, forty, and the fourth, 
twenty. 
Warren pays only $1 a year for 
the rent, and can be held responsi­ 
ble for the utility bills. However, 
the recreation board expects the 
canteen to be self sustaining. The 
borough’s general funds cannot be 
obligated for capital investments 
or furnishings. 
• 
Council also approved a Mem­ 
orial Field lease for the Jaycees 
4 


who will stage a rodeo there July 
4, 5, and 6. The rodeo will be held 
on the area south of the football 
bleachers and no playing area can 
be used. The field must be left in 
the same condition as it was when 
leased, and insurance has been ap­ 
proved that will pay up to $100, 
OOO for injury to one person $300, 
OOO to more than one, and $500, 
OOO for property damage. Cost to 
the Jaycees is $1. 
Opposition to the Manufacturers 
Light and Heat application for a 
rate 
increase 
was approved by 
council. Councilman Warren Mil­ 
ler said his public works committee 
was opposed to the increase because 
it was based on 1956 costs; the 
Pennsylvania Gas Company rates 
are lower and it is asking for an 
increase, and the Public Utilities 
commission has been set up to 
protect the customer and should 
be told when the customer is not 
pleased. 
Council went on record as op­ 
posing the increase and voted to 
send certified copies to the Public 
Utilities commission. 
* 
Borough Manager Geracimos read 
a petition from Struthers Wells 
which wants to have part of Sechriest 
st. and a connecting alley vacated. 
The petition did not say to what use 
the vacated street and alley would 
be put. Council decided to learn 
more about the plans before acting. 


* 
The annual application for state 
highway funds was made, and this 
year total a bit over $26,000. They 
already are budgeted. 
• 
Engineer DeBell reported that 


drainage work in preparation for 
the year’s paving is nearly finished 
and that the sequence of paving soon 
will be known. He said gauging on 
various sewers also is underway 
and data will be ready for a report 
at the next meeting. He revealed 
that the Pennsylvania Department 
of Forest and Waters expects to 
have a crew of engineers in War­ 
ren within a week or two for a 
study of the Glade and Indian run 
problems. The lower part of Glade 
run should be completed in a few 
weeks. 
* 
Council approved a military leave 
for Policeman Bernard Winegardner 
from May 18 to June I, and it was 
announced that civil service ex­ 
aminations for policemen and fire­ 
men will be given May 21, at 7:30, 
in the borough building. 
• 
Councilman Frantz reported that 
the sewage plant authority had or­ 
ganized and had named Robert Kopf 
chairman. Solicitor Harper said the 
authority now is determining how to 
sell its bonds, 
* 
It was learned that all but $3,500 
of last year’s paving assessments 
have been collected and that only 
eleven liens have been necessary. 
* 
Councilman Carbon asked why 
the Pennsylvania railroad Was al­ 
lowed to get away without repairs to 
its Fourth ave. crossing. He sug­ 
gested that Struthers Wells also 
should be doing something about its 
crossing. He also pointed out the 
continual break-down of repairs to 
the New York Central’s Fifth and 
Sixth ave. crossings. (Amen, ameni;

IKE NEEDS YOU NOW 
The popularity of President E i­ 
senhower twice was emphatically 
proved at the polls when record 
votes were piled up. While his 
opponent 
bot h 
times 
received 
enough votes to ordinarily elect a 
President, Ike got enough more to 
make it look like no race at all. 
That popularity still is there. As 
a w riter in the New Republic sev­ 
eral weeks ago said, the President 
has not taken a stand on enough 
issues, if any, to use up any of his 
popularity. He hasn’t offended any­ 
one by battling for his cause. His 
punitive measures are negligable. 
Today his major support is de­ 
serting him. The powerful conser­ 
vative elements of his party who 
spent millions to sell his popular­ 
ity like they would have promoted 
a soap campaign, now are pre­ 
tending that his budget Is too much 
and are using it as an excuse to 
attack portions of his program which 
they do not like, such as foreign aid. 
The millions who voted for him 
are not organized and do not speak 
as a group except at the polls. 
They never will have that oppor­ 
tunity again, because the law now 
says a president cannot serve more 
than two term s. Thus the popular 
power of Ike is not as potent as 
that of the late President Roose­ 
velt. 
So we see our Washington policy 
up for grabs, with no leader who 
can control segments of either party. 
Already our President is faced by 
many who are preparing to run for 
office in 1960 and must walk on 
eggs meanwhile. The congressmen 
who are running for office next 
year lack the courage to support 
his budget because an economy rec­ 
ord always looks better at home. 
Each will make it look as though 
he tried to get projects approved 
for local areas, but few will say, 
much either way about the budget. 


We wish our President would bum 
up a bit of that popularity. This 
major nation wants and needs posi­ 


tive, courageous leadership, and it 
needs it right now. 


WHERE ARE THE DEMOCRATS 
The Democrats are too busy play­ 
ing politics these days to prove 
themselves as true representatives 
of the people. Obviously the m ajor­ 
ity wanted Ike. Obviously his pro­ 
gram has been little more than a 
continuation of much New Deal and 
Fair Deal legislation. In view of 
these facts it does not seem that 
the Democrats would lose anything 
by supporting him in most cases. 
Instead we find Democrat leaders 
supporting him in some very strange 
situations, such as the natural gas 
rate grab. It became so obviously a 
power politics affair last year that 
the President was forced to veto 
the bill that would have removed 
controls and cost the consumer 
millions, but he at the same time 
indicated his approval of the idea 
while disclaiming the way it was 
accomplished. 
The Democrats neither openly 
support the President, nor do they 
have the courage to attack him. 
They have chosen the easy way of 
sitting unobnoxious^ on die fence 
most of the while. 
The only politicians who reveal 
any real stomach in Washington 
today are the conservatives. You 
know right where they stand, which 
is as it should be and you must 
respect them for their honesty if not 
for their selfish reasons for sup­ 
porting their program. 
The fact is it is difficult to draw 
much of a line in Washington today. 
Where the Republicans end and the 
Democrats start is hard to find. 
We see no clear-cut policy backed 
-solidly by either party. Maybe this 
is what keeps both alive. If you 
were to put the progressives under 
one banner and the moss-backs 
under another, there wouldn't even 
3e a contest. The progressives would 
sweep the nation. 
Meanwhile, we must be discon­ 
tented with an administration which 
parades as progressive through its 
support of such New Deal program 
as social security, while it attempts 
to destroy our natural resources 
■by attacking TVA and denying the 
people their demands for full use 
of our rivers. It talks of civil 
Uverties but fails to fight for them.

H ELP WANTED 
We often have young people visit 
our office for the purpose of talking 
about their future. TTie planning of 
a vocation and a life has been the 
subject of many talks, books, lec­ 
tures, 
and college courses. You 
can’t say it in a few words. But 
there are a few basic thoughts 
which bother many employes. 
You usually can tell how far an 
employe w ill go the first few weeks 
he or she works for you. You can’t 
learn all there is about a job in 
regular work hours, and the em­ 
ploye who quits his job at five 
and forgets every aspect of it un­ 
til the next morning w ill never be 
more than average. 
The employe who wants to move 
ahead through greater proficiency 
and skill w ill study off the job. This 
may be done by taking correspond­ 
ence courses, independent reading, 
or time spent in extra hours on his 
own time within the plant, if such 
an approach is allowed by the em­ 
ployer. 
We also note a tendency of young 
people to wait until they get a job 
before they train for it. We are 
visited by many young girls who 
think they want to be secretaries. 
Yet they may not have studied short­ 
hand. in fact we have known appli­ 
cants who admitted they had done 
very little typing. 
We believe that everyone should 
learn to 
type these days. 
It is 
helpful in almost any job if you hope 
to move upstairs. And certainly 
shorthand should be learned, des­ 
pite dictaphones. You w ill find that 
any employer w ill have hurried 
letters which do not allow time for 
dictaphones and it is a means of 
making fast notes that can be used 
by nearly all of us. 
There are two little slants that 
may amaze many attractive young 
ladies. A big share of your pro­ 
spective employers w ill not ap­ 
preciate your being so inconsiderate 
of the customer as to chew gum 
while on the job. Eating in any form 
should be limited to meal time and 
the coffee break. And you w ill im ­ 
press very few employers by drag­ 
ging on a cigarette in his presence, 
or in the presence of a customer, 
or by calling the boss by his first 
name. 
In fact there are employers who 
consider it inconsiderate to smoke 
at any time in an area where others 
are working. Second hand smoke is 
not very pleasant. And certainly 
those who do not care to smoke or 
who do not like smoking should not 
be forced to 
share the habit of 
others, 
especially in the second, 
stale breath. 
Prepare basically in a way that 
w ill make it possible for you to fit 
into a variety of rather obvious 
jobs, don’t stop preparing after you 
get the job, don’t expect your em­ 
ployer to pay your wages while you 
do all your learning, and avoid any 
habit that can be disturbing or an­ 
noying to others. 
Just simple rules, but violated 
en masse every day. And noticed 
very readily by employers every 


day.

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Discussion on the new highschool 
and other 
routine matters faced 
the joint committee of the W arren 
Area School Board when it con­ 
vened for its M ay session Monday 
night. 
Among the main items 
talked 
over was the possibility of using 
gas or oil heat in the new school 
rather than coal. Lee M . Schaeffer 
reported on a survey taken of other 
new schools in the area and learned 
that the m ajority uses gas. No con­ 
clusion was arrived 
at, but the 
committee seemed to lean toward 
gas heating if it would be cheaper. 
The resignation of Bu rr Garvin 
was accepted and Henry Fuellhart 
was 
employed 
to make a topo­ 
graphical survey of the Swick site. 
This is expected to be completed 
this week. The architects w ill then 
be able to make their sketches for 
presentation to the board in a month 
or so. 
It was announced that the state 
had given its approval of the Swick 
site for the new high school. 
The school directors also dis­ 
cussed House B ill 183, which would 
change the reimbursement from the 
state to the school and in this area 
would be particularly detrimental to 
the districts’ reimbursement frac­ 
tions more so than the borough. The 
matters involved in such a cut are 
transportation, 
tuition, 
extension 
and home bond instruction. At the 
same time teacher salaries would 
benefit from the action. 
Two steps were considered for 
the betterment education in the local 
system. For the first time in his­ 
tory a full time dramatics instructor 
will be engaged at Beaty J r . high 
school. The program w ill start next 
term with B ill Campbell in charge. 
M rs. Eleanor M aurer, of the Penn­ 
sylvania State U niversity, will assist 
in initiating the new step.

The board of directors of Penn- 
sylva lia Mental Health, Inc., a state­ 
wide citizens’ organization, at its 
quarterly meeting held in Phila­ 
delphia this week, expressed alarm 
at the apparent trend in the legis­ 
lature with respect to the com ­ 
monwealth’s mental health program. 
There is growing evidence, they 
said, that in contrast with the 1Q55 
legislative session, the general a s ­ 
sembly is approaching the problem 
of mental 
health 
services on a 
partisan political basis, with little 
regard for the needs of the mentally 
ill. 
In documenting this charge, the 
organization cited three specific 
examples: 
1. The 
stated intention on the 
part of m em bers of the house ap­ 
propriations committee drastically 
to reduce the funds requested for 
the mental health program for the 
coming biennium. This request the 
Association feels, is a rock bottom 
figure; to go below it would set the 
commonwealth 
program 
back 
a 
decade. 
2. The expressed intention of the 
house appropriations committee to 
h a m s t r i n g t h e Department by 
specifying in the Appropriations Act 
the amount of money that can be 
spent for each budget item, th ere­ 
by defeating the main purpose of 
sound planning on a statewide basis, 
which calls for a flexible method 
of meeting changing needs, 
3. The introduction of a series 
of m easures designed to cripple 
the training program of the Depart­ 
ment, prevent the creation of sorely- 
needed facilities in Delaware county, 
an d c h a n g e the administrative 
structure back to the archaic system 
of disjointed adm nistrative boards 
of hospital trustees, with no central 
professional direction.

shows that the proposed budget of 
$221 million represents the absolute 
minimum needed to maintain service' 
at its present level. Little or no 
improvement will be possible. Fail­ 
ure of the legislature to provide 
the minimum needed funds will r e ­ 
verse the progress made in the 
past two years 
and instead of a 
.steady increase in the numbers of 
patients leaving our state hospitals, 
we may see a movement in the 
opposite direction, We must not 
destroy the program which has given 
new hope to the mentally ill by 
providing them with early treatment 
and the opportunity to recover and 
return home.

SENTIMENTAL HOLIDAY 


I w a t c h e d 
"M r. Broadway” , 
NBC’s spectacular on the life of 
George M. Cohan, with an English­ 
woman who, after five minutes or 
so of it, inquired: 
“ Who was George 
Cohan?” Well, he 
is a little hard 
to explain. I tried 
to say that he was 
a little like Eng­ 
land’s Noel Cow­ 
ard, h a v i n g in 
m i n d 
C o h a n ' s 
v e r s a t i l i t y as 
playwright, actor 
songwriter, 
d ir­ 
ector and so forth, 
but I gather she got the im pres­ 
sion I meant he was the same 
SORT of playwright. 
After listen­ 
ing to about half an hour of “ Mary 
Is A Grand Old Name” and “ You’re 
A Grand Old Flag” and a few more 
of those grand old but indubitably 
corny songs, she said: 
“ I think 
Mr. Coward is a little more sophis­ 
ticated.” 
To the uninitiated, “ Mr. Broad­ 
way” was a pretty bad introduction 
to George M. Cohan who isn’t the 
world’s easiest guy to dramatize, 
anyway. 
I wrote George Cohan’s 
obituary (many years before he 
died) and I have an idea that Sam 
and Bella Spewack, who are credited 
with writing “ Mr. Broadway” , cov­ 
ered the same territory I did in 
their research. 
All those stories 
about young Cohan as an insuffer­ 
ably brash and conceited youngster 
were told by Cohan himself about 
himself. 
Frankly, I don’t believe 
them. 
I don’t think Cohan could 
have been as ornery a little cuss 
as he made himself out to be be­ 
cause I think, if he were, some­ 
body would have killed him, con­ 
ceivably his own father. 
But the Spewacks elected to write 
it that way and Mickey Rooney 
elected to play it that way which, 
I think, got us all off on the wrong 
foot. 
The struggle to the top of 
Broadway's heap -- and Cohan sure 
got there — was never really as 
tough as depicted either. My father 
tells me that the Four Cohans was 
a top vaudeville act, even when 
Cohan was very young. 
And suc­ 
cess on Broadway, if it was not 
immediate, was pretty close to that. 
Still it is the tradition of these 
backstage soap operas that it must 
be a struggle all the way and so 
it has to be done that way. 
A 
few honest notes did creep in from 
time to time. 
Cohan, who always 
said he didn’t care what the news­ 
papers wrote about him so long as 
they spelled his name right, DID 
very much care what they wrote 
about him and greatly resented the 
fact that he was not taken seri­ 
ously as an actor or a playwright. 
Eventually, he was to win great 
acclaim as an actor but never really 
as a dramatist and this rankled. 
Also, Cohan’s statement in the 
script that he didn’t understand 
the modern theater, that the thea­ 
ter had passed him by, was quite 
true. 
At the end of his life, he 
didn’t understand the theater of 
the day and he was quite bitter 
about it. 
Otherwise, there was 
little of Cohan in the story ex­ 
cept the songs — “Give My Re­ 
gards to Broadway” , “ O verT here” 
and the rest of them, 
Rooney played thirty years of 
George M. Cohan all in the same 
key as if the man had never grown 
up or changed at all from adolesc­ 
ence. 
Bitter as he was at the end 
of his life. Cohan had a wonderful, 
puckish Irish charm and the enor­ 
mous authority that success bestows 
on people. Mickey Rooney, talented 
as he is, simply isn’t the person­ 
ality that Cohan was and, even if 
the Spewacks had given him a little 
more dimension in the script, 
doubt that he could have brought 
it off. 
Anyhow, this kind of Broadway 
biography has gone out of style. 
Tonight on “ Playhouse 90” there’l 
be the new kind of backstage bio-

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It was a beautiful spring day on 
the Allegheny. The flowering stage 
of the red maple was nearly over 
and thousands of tiny red blossoms 
dotted the ground. 


But on the valley slopes the June 
berry trees were now in full bloom. 
Their dainty flowers transformed 
the hillsides into a white fairy­ 
land. High overhead the leaves of 
the black cherry were unfolding to 
form a pale green umbrella which 
matched the carpet of grass that 
filled every opening in the forest. 
Emerald green spring seeps slashed 
the hillsides as the cool, clear 
water flowed over moss covered 
boulders. 
On the wet flats near 
the stream bottoms the huge skunk 
cabbage leaves gave the "green 
light” to the return of spring. The 
explosive potential of bursting buds 
was evident everywhere, and it was 
good to be alive. 


As my companion and I walked 
through an old timber sale we 
stopped under a huge hemlock tree 
that had been left for wildlife cover. 
There was new life all around us 
but death at our feet. 
Curled 
near the base of the hemlock, under 
which it had sought shelter, lay 
the decomposed body of a small 
deer. 
Its black tiny toes reflected 
the bright sunlight. 
Dried sinew 
clung to the bones and held head, 
spinal column, rib cage and leg 
bones in place for no wandering 
scavenger beast had desecrated the 
body to scatter its bones over the 
landscape. 


Deer hair lay scattered about 
like the nap of a tattered rug. Pok­ 
ing its way up through the carpet 
of hair the yellow adderstongue, with 
its mottled lea v es, had burst into 
bloom . 
Sm all yellow violets grew 
between the ribs and leg bones. 
Carrion beetles with their black 
thoraxes trimmed with vivid red, 
and their wing coverings like under­ 
takers’ black frock coats, scurried 
busily about along the broad high­ 
way of the spinal column and through 
the tunnels in the skull made by 
the empty eye sockets. 


Across the road were other deer 
feeding contentedly, with nose to 
ground, on the lush green carpet 
of grass and annual weeds. They 
• were small deer and still showed 
the effects of malnutrition and the 
long winter, but they had somehow 
squeezed through the bottleneck that 
Nature had set up in March and 
had come out emaciated but still 
alive. 


As we looked down at the deer 
that could not free itself from the 
hunger trap excess numbers had 
created we thought how much more 
merciful it would have been if it 
could have fallen under the hunter’s 
bullet as legal game last fall, and 
provided food for his table instead 
of purifying in the spring sun. But 
as long as the anterless deer re ­ 
mains the "sacred cow” of Penn's 
woods the carrion beetle will wax 
fat, and the spring wild flowers will 
create a macabre spectacle as they 
blossom between the bones of deer 
that do not survive the winter.

When 
we were a very young fellow, and 
the lake was our family’s recrea ­ 
tion area, the only fish dish that 
beat the Chautauqua bullhead was 
the Chautauqua lunge. 
The fact that the meat was so 
sweet and edible made the fun com ­ 
plete 
from 
a family 
standpoint. 
Those were great nights. A ro ar­ 
ing fire to take the chill off hands 
made cold by the spring night and 
the colder water, a row of sticks 
with throw lines attached, and watch­ 
ful eyes waiting for a stick to bend 
as a healthy bullhead took hold. 
The men of the family did the 
tossing. They would throw the hook, 
nightcrawler, 
and sinker about 
hundred feet from the shore. This 
would vary according to results. 
The 
rest of us were assigned 
sticks to watch, and the night rushed 
by. 
Water 
lapping at the w ater- 
breakers, docks creaking, laughter 
across the lake, porch and window 
lights of the then sparse rows of 
cottages blinking on the water, and 
hunger building up to be fed later 
by a warm lunch. 
The next day the food would be 
bullheads. And no other bullheads 
were like them, we were sure. And 
it proved out that way many times. 
Once when our dad was working 
in 
Youngstown, 
Ohio, 
our uncle 
thought he would toss him a curve. 
He 
caught some Chautauqua lake 
bullheads and packed them off to 
Youngstown in ice. Mother was in­ 
structed to tell him they were caught 
in Ohio. He took one look and ap­ 
peared skeptical. One bite and he 
snorted. These were no Ohio cat­ 
fish, said he. They were from Chau­ 
tauqua waters.
